1. The Office of Data Processing requests approval 
to provide the National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) , and subsequently other government components , with 
the assistance outlined below. 

a. Description of Activity : Transfer to NASA 
Goddard Space Flight Center of a computer magnetic tape 
containing unclassified ASP system software program modi- 
fications written at CIA. Included with this tape of 
program modifications is a brief description of each 
modification and the ASP system software modules affected. 
ASP is an unclassified IBM computer system used by several 
large IBM computer installations to operate multiple 
computer mainframes as a single "batch" computer system. 
These CIA-written modifications will be distributed to 
other ASP users, government and non- government, through 
SHARE, an IBM computer users group (see Reference d.). 

The current SHARE Commitee Chairman for this clearing 
house activity works at NASA/Goddard. The modifications 
will be attributed to CIA, but their use by SHARE members 
is at the member's own risk. CIA bears no responsibility 
other than providing informal consultation on the use of 
these modifications.

b. Location of Assistance : Magnetic tape will 
originate at CIA Headquarters building. 

c. Organization Involved : Office of Data 
Processing. 

d. Basis for Activity ; 

1) . Over the past few years, individuals in 

the Systems Programming Division of ODP have developed 
unclassified software routines and systems which we 
feel are of general interest to other users of IBM 
360/370 computers. These software packages have 
been requested by other computer installations who 
have learned of them through our participation in 
computer user groups such as SHARE and GUIDE. Since 
this software was developed with Government resources, 
we have been reluctant to give out Agency-developed 
software to individual companies. As we understand 
the legalities, we are compelled to utilize a 
publicly-accessible library, or some such mechanism, 
for placing the software in the public domain. 

2) In the past, IBM has maintained a facility 
for the sharing of software — the SHARE Library. In 
1968 we contributed the CIA-written Steno to English 
Translation software to that Library as a way of 
declaring that software to be in the public domain. 
Currently, the common mechanism for distributing 
software which is related to the ASP Operating 
System is through the ASP Committee of SHARE. The 
Agency has frequently drawn from this source for 
modifications and facilities for our own systems. 

e. Financial Costs ; The cost of the computer 
tape and the personnel and computer time spent in provid- 
ing this tape to NASA/Goddard is estimated to be less 
than $100. 

f. Manpower ; One to three ODP employees are 
expected to spend no more than three manhours providing 
this tape to NASA/Goddard. 

g. Agency Emp^ye^to Consult for Additional 
Information ; MsT~^ ext. 4311 

2. ODP strongly believes that the Agency has an obli- 
gation to the computing community to share the fruits of our 
development efforts and that the Agency can only benefit from

the positive publicity which would result from these contri- 
butions. We further believe that this activity is in the best 
interest of the Federal Government and the American taxpayer. 
We, therefore, recommend that the procedure described in 
Reference b. be used to expedite approval. No classified 
information will be discussed while rendering this assistance.

1. Referent ODP memorandum requests approval for three types of 
activities: 


a. Participation by ODP personnel — as individuals, not as 
official representatives -- in ADP professional societies, in Government- 
sponsored ADP committees and user groups, and in vendor-sponsored 
ADP user groups, in each case for the purpose of promoting the exchange 
of data processing technical and administrative information; 


b. Technical assistance to other Government (and non-Government) 
components, usually resulting from participation in these ADP committees 
and groups; 

c. Approval to transfer ADP records containing intelligence informa- 
tion, or computer programs used to solve specific intelligence problems, 
to other Government organizations, upon receiving certification from 

the CIA component^equesting the transfer, that the transfer is in 
compliance with ANNEX E.

2. As concerns membership and participation of the type described in 
subparagraph la, this Office finds no legal objections to ODP personnel 
participating in these activities. It is understood that this participation 
occurs on an individual basis, and represents an exchange of unclassified 
technical ADP knowledge, and does not involve the exchange of actual Agency 
software or ADP file data. On this basis, I believe approval should be 
granted to participate in these activities on a continuing basis. 
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3. Indeed, with respect to that specific aspect of the activities 
mentioned in subparagraph la which consists of attendance and participa- 
tion on an individual basis in professional societies, as distinct from the 
ADP user group activities, the issue would appear to be one of employee 
outside activities, requiring that type of approval, and not requiring 
approval on the basis of assistance to another Government agency . 

4. As concerns the provision of technical assistance to other 
Government and non-Government components, it is our opinion that these 
activities should continue to be addressed and approved on an individual 
basis. As you know the Director has provided an assurance that this 
Office will review proposed requests for assistance to other Government 
organizations. In addition, there are certain combinations of non-Government 
organizations and activities where Agency participation would be inappro- 
priate, if not actually unlawful. 

5. As regards the transfer of ADP files containing substantive intelli- 

gence data, or the transfer of actual computer programs, here, too, it is 
our opinion that these transactions must continue to be approved by this 
Office on an individual basis. However, this Office interposes no objection 
to the procedural arrangement which ODP suggests in paragraph 5, Refer- 
ence B; that is, requiring prior certification from the Agency component 
initiating the request for a transfer of ADP materials , that the transfer is STATINTL 
in compliance with ANNEX E .

1. The Office of Data Processing (ODP, formerly OJCS) 
provides assistance to other Government components (and business 
and academic organizations) that falls into two general cate- 
gories: the exchange of unclassified technical information 

related to data processing and computer technology? and the 
exchange of ADP records containing intelligence information. 

The purpose of this memorandum is to obtain your approval to 
continue the exchanges of ADP-related information which are 
necessary and desirable in the conduct of our business. 


2. Paragraph 4 of Reference c states that during a 
recent survey several legal questions were discussed that STA 

need further QGC study or require further OGC guidance to ODP . 

One of these questions, which is still an is Restric- 
tions created by Executive Order 11905 and on providing 

other Government Agencies computer programs and access to com- 
puter files of the Agency." The assistance provided by ODP 
to the Social Security Administration referred to in Reference a 
is an example of providing another Federal Agency with a computer 
program and related documentation. The "Brook's Bill" (4-0— U-.-S-.-G-s 
4/it Le^. - 7 - 5 - 9 ) encourages executive agencies of the Federal Government to 
1 share and exchange information related to data processing tech 

nology to promote increased cost effectiveness in the selection, 

- acquisition and utilization of automatic data processing equip- 
ment. The Bill also encourages the use of advanced techniques 
in the design of data systems and advocates intra-agency and 
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interagency integration of systems. Executive Order 11905, 

Section 5 (e) (2) states "These prohibitions shall not, how- 

ever, preclude (ii) provision of specialized equipment or 
technical knowledge for use by any other Federal department 
or agency." It is the opinion of ODP that assistance to other 
Federal Government Agencies in the form of technical information 
regarding data processing technology is permitted and encouraged 
by Federal Law and Executive Order. 

3. ODP participates in several groups whose purpose is 
to promote the exchange of data processing technical and admin- 
istrative information.- These groups fall into three categories: 
Government ADP committees and user groups, ADP vendor user groups; 
and ADP professional societies. Examples of the first type of 
group are the Interagency Committee on ADP (IAC/ADP) and the 
Federal ADP Users Group (FADPUG) . Both of these groups are spon- 
sored by GSA in response to the Brooks Bill and provide a forum 
for exchanging ADP information and a channel for promulgating ADP 
regulations, standards, and guidelines. These groups also spon- 
sor ADP special interest groups, such as a group on project 
management, to promote standard practices. Examples of the second 
type of group are the GUIDE and SHARE users groups whose member- 
ship is limited to organizations with IBM equipment installed or 
on order. These groups were formed by IBM users to provide a 
forum for exchanging information related to IBM hardware and soft- 
ware products. GUIDE and SHARE also provide IBM users with a 
collective voice for communicating with IBM. Other ADP hardware 
and software vendors have similar user groups. Examples of the 
third type of group are the Association for Computer Machinery 
(ACM) , the Data Processing Management Association (DPMA) , and the 
IEEE Computer Society. Although ODP is not an organizational 
member of any ADP professional society, many of our personnel are 
individual members and attend conventions and seminars sponsored 
by these societies. It is not uncommon for ODP personnel to 
make personal contacts at these meetings which result in infor- 
mal exchanges of technical information. 

4 . ODP has found that participation in the three types 
of organizations described in Paragraph 3, is beneficial to the 
Agency, ODP, and ODP personnel. We believe that our participation 
is not illegal in any respect and is consistent with the pro- 
visions of the Brooks Bill and E.O. 11905. We therefore, request 
blanket approval for our continued participation in these groups 
and for the technical assistance to other Government (and non- 
government) components resulting from this participation. 
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5. In addition to the exchanges of technical information 
described above, ODP occasionally provides to other Government 
organizations ADP records containing intelligence information, 
or computer programs used to solve specific intelligence preWens. 
We provide these ADP records at the request of other CIA com 
ponents and we are not in a position to judayjhether prior 
approval should be obtained pursuant to HR Bp Annex E. Hence 
forth, we will require other CIA components that request the 
transfer of ADP records, to another Government component to pro 
vide ODP with a memoran dum certifying that the transfer is m 
compliance with Annex E. A copy of this memorandum . 

will be forwardeW^^Bp to the DDA, IG, and GC . Upon receipt 
of the certification, we will release the ADP records as 
requested. We believe that such procedures will protect ODP 
from any inadvertent violation of Reference b.
